The President's address re-chris- 
feninjf Flag Day was a speech stinging with the arrogance of Ger- 
many—not the German people—but German autocracy.

tured Germany's "military masters" in a sinister plot of years of 
incubating reaching out corruption and scheming to deceive their 
own people and stretch their military and political control over 
the very center of Europe and across the Mediterranean into the 
heart of Asia."

her domain finds it slipping from her He bitterly assaulted Ger- 
,man propagandists in the United States who are seeking to en- 
tice men to go against our nation.^

alliance with her—and that not by in- 
direction, but by direct 
suggestion 


from the foreign office in Berlin. They 
impudently denied us the right of the 
high seas and 
repeatedly 
executed 


their threats that they would send to 
their death any of our people 
who 


ventured to approach the coasts of 
Europe. 
And many of our own peo- 


ple were corrupted. 
Men began to 


look upon their own neighbors with 
suspicion and to wonder in their hot 
resentment and surprise whether there 
was any community in which hostile 
ntriguc did not work. What great 
nationx in such circumstances would 
not have taken up arms?

we desired peace it was denied us, 
and not of our own choice. 
This flag 


under which we served would have 
been dishonored had we withheld our 
hand. 


"But that is only part of the story. 


We know now as cleaily as we knew 
before we were ourselves engaged that 
we are not the enemies of the German 
people and that they are not our ene- 
mies They did not originate or de- 
sire this hideous war or wish that we 
should be drawn into it; and we are 
vaguely conscious thut we are fighting 
their cause, as they will some day see 
it, as well as our own. 
They are 


themselves in the grip of the same 
sinister power that has now at last 
stretched its ugly 
talons out and 


drawn blood from us! 
The whole 


world is at war because the whole 
world ii in the grip of that power and 
is trying out the great battle which 
shall determine whether it is to be 
brought under its mastery or fhng it- 
self free. 


Not Enemies of German People 
"The wlar was begun by the military 


masters ilf Germany who proved to be 
also the niaeteis ot Austria-Hungary. 
These men have never regarded na- 
tions as peoples, men, women and 
children of like blood and frame 
as 


themselves, for 
whom governments 


existed and in whom governments had 
their life. 
They ha\e regarded them 


merely as serviceable 
organizations 


which they could by force or intrigue 
bend or coriupt to their o\\n purpose.

Dear Mother:

No, I am not dead, sick nor hurt, 


but I am nothing but a great big 
piece of sizzling fat. Goodness knows 
how hot it has been the last several 
days; you know how heat affects me. 
Today, I have taken three baths to 
keep from sticking to everything I 
touch. I am so sorry that I 
have 


failed to write this week. 
Really it 


is a task to write even several letters 
a week. 
You know we have to atudy 


after supper every night and with the 
work we have to do, it takes more 
time than we are given for it. 
We 


aie taking up small problems embrac- 
ing field work. 
Topographical maps 


are studied with different situations 
jto follow out and you are supposed to 
give in wilting just what you would 
do. 
We are given two situations a 


night and it takes better than three 
hmours for them to be solved. You 
see, we have no other time than our 
study hours to do this work because 
all the rest of the time is devoted to 
drill. 
I am sure you can understand. 


We have been having gallery prac-

The Stars and Stripes, 
the flag 


that abo>re all others stands for free- 
dom, was adopted by act of the Con- 
tinental congress on Jnue 14, 1777. 
This act required that the flag of the 
United States be of 13 alternate red 
and white stripes, and that the Union 
being of 13 white stars on a blue field, 
representing a new constellation. 


At the time of the adoption of this 


resolution, Washington is 
said to 


have observed; "We take the ,star 
from Heaven, the red from our mo- 
ther country, separating it by white 
stripes, thus showing that we have 
separated from her, and the 
white 


stripes shall go down to posterity 
representing liberty." 


It has been well said that our na- 


tional emblem stands for American 
ideals and ideas—it is not the flag of 
a family or a house, but the flag of 
the whole people. 
It ia the emblem 


of liberty and fredom, being indica- 
tive of individual independence and 
yet symbolic of a united and closely 
bonded people. Far from being mere- 
ly''jpafnted and dyed cloth, it repre- 
sehts"thc constitution and govern- 
ment of 100,000,000 free people, it 
stands for the people themselves and 
rcords the history of their nation. 


Today "Old Glory" is flying proud- 


ly from the mastheads of grim war- 
ships that are fighting for the free- 
dom of the seas. At numerous points 
throughout the land the flag is float- 
ing serenely over military 
camps 


where are gathered tens of thousands 
of the youth of the land who have 
voluntarily taken up arms in behalf 
of their country.

of their loyalty. 


The Stars and Stripes, 
the flag 


that abo>re all others stands for free- 
dom, was adopted by act of the Con- 
tinental congress on Jnue 14, 1777. 
This act required that the flag of the 
United States be of 13 alternate red 
and white stripes, and that the Union 
being of 13 white stars on a blue field, 
representing a new constellation. 


At the time of the adoption of this 


resolution, Washington is 
said to 


have observed; "We take the ,star 
from Heaven, the red from our mo- 
ther country, separating it by white 
stripes, thus showing that we have 
separated from her, and the 
white 


stripes shall go down to posterity 
representing liberty." 


It has been well said that our na- 


tional emblem stands for American 
ideals and ideas—it is not the flag of 
a family or a house, but the flag of 
the whole people. 
It ia the emblem 


of liberty and fredom, being indica- 
tive of individual independence and 
yet symbolic of a united and closely 
bonded people. Far from being mere- 
ly''jpafnted and dyed cloth, it repre- 
sehts"thc constitution and govern- 
ment of 100,000,000 free people, it 
stands for the people themselves and 
rcords the history of their nation. 


Today "Old Glory" is flying proud- 


ly from the mastheads of grim war- 
ships that are fighting for the free- 
dom of the seas. At numerous points 
throughout the land the flag is float- 
ing serenely over military 
camps 


where are gathered tens of thousands 
of the youth of the land who have 
voluntarily taken up arms in behalf 
of their country.
